Late Registration 
Figures Show Gain 
Of 19 Students 


“Seven hundred and _ thirty- 
three is the total number of stu- 
dents registered at Hartnell for 
the present school year,’ accord- 
ing to J. B. Lemos, president of 
Hartnell College. 

Of the 98 new students regis- 
tered at Hartnell for this semes- 
ter, 27. are freshman women, 45 
freshman men, 4 sophomore 
women, 9 sophomore men, 5 spe- 
cial-student: ‘women, and ‘8 spe- 
cial-student men. 

During the school year, 106 
students. have. dropped classes. 
The total number of students go- 
ing to class at the end of. last 
semester was 608. The total reg- 
istered for this semester is 627, 
which represents a gain of 19 
students this semester over last. 

The total cumulative enroll- 
ment — all the students who reg- 
istered — for the school year 1947- 
48 was 824, which means that 
Hartnell has had a drop of 91 in 
total cumulative enrollment this 
year over last. 

Mr. Lyman Fowler, director of 
Hartnell A. and M., reported 119 
college students at the east cam- 
pus. :
